First edition of this important account of travels in the Levant by the English Protestant clergyman William 
Biddulph, chaplain to the Levant Company at Aleppo. Biddulph was able to draw upon observations 
accumulated in the course of a decade of travel in the East, during which time he lived in Aleppo and visited 
Constantinople, Jerusalem and Damascus. He introduces his work through an editorial persona named 
"Theophilus Lavender", setting out his reasons for publishing and explaining the epistolary arrangement of 
the book in four letters covering the voyage from England to Constantinople, a description of the Ottoman 
capital and details of his travels in Syria and the Holy Land. Biddulph provides information on the customs 
of Turks, Arabs and Jews, their diet, conditions of living and the arrangment of Ottoman society. As an 
English Protestant clegyman it is unsurprising that he also offers many comments on the various different 
religious sects he was able to observe. Biddulph's aim to provide an idealised account of a journey to the East 
for the English reader led him to integrate information derived from other sources and also rearrange his 
intinerary. Of particular interest is the rich subtext within Biddulph's narrative relating to his rivalry with and 
hostility towards various members of the English expatriate community in the Levant. This area has has been 
expounded in considerable detail in: Gerald Maclean.

Practical manuals such 
as these survived in very small numbers. 

Bond's practical manual gives sailors the tools for correctly proportioning masts, and preparing the yarding 
and rigging of any ship. He also describes the use of an opening scale to aid in the process. His final postscript 
on the last leaf responds to the criticism against his instruction. 

Bond,. (circa 1600-78), advertised himself as a “teacher of navigation, syrvey, and other parts of mathematics." 
He is best known for his prediction of the annual rate of the variation of the variation of the compass and for 
his proposed method for longitude by means of this and the dip-needle which was examined by a Royal Com- 
mission in 1675. He edited Tapp's Seaman's Kalendar for about twenty years.

One of the most valuable accounts of English travels in the East, Cartwright was the first Englishman to visit 
all four of the great sites of Oriental antiquity: Susa, Nineveh, Babylon, and Persepolis. 

Cartwright set off from Aleppo in 1600, accompanied by the merchant John Mildenal. Together they travelled 
north eastwards to the Caspian ports of Derbend and Shemakha, thence into Persia where they separated, 
Mildenal going to Agra, Cartwright to Ispahan. Cartwright made his way back to England via Arabia and 
Aleppo. Cartwright found much to interest him in the East, including the civil governments of the regions he 
visited, the religion of the Armenians, the courses of rivers, the potential of the Caspian Sea for connecting 
Persian, Russian, and Tartarian trade, the commodities of bazaars, and opportunities for English trade. АП this 
combined with biblical and classical allusions.

"One of the most graphic and readable of all Tudor narratives... a dramatic story of a gallant failure, written 
with strong descriptive power and imagination" (Boies Penrose). 

Over 100 years were to pass before there were any further English trading voyages in the Pacific. The author 
was the only son of the famous Sir John Hawkins, and like him greatly distinguished himself at the defeat of 
the Spanish Armada. His next employment was in this "Voyage of Discovery to the South Seas", and while 
coasting up the western side of South America he encountered a Spanish squadron of superior strength, to 
which, after making a brave resistance and receiving some severe wounds, he was obliged to yield. He was 
taken prisoner, and did not regain his liberty for many years, which accounts for the lapse of time between the 
date of his voyage (1593) and this publication of his experiences. He died in 1622, either just before or after 
the publication of his book. The volume contains some interesting details regarding the Indians of Florida and 
the Caribbean Islands, and parts of South America.

[He] argues that all the anticipated pleasures of travel 
will prove to be in vain and foolish and that he hopes the text will prove to be a mirrour to dissuade young 
men from being tempted by the spurious benefits of visiting foreign lands. 

Lewkenors text is a contribution to the "Black Legend", the defamation of Spain which was propogated in 
its most virulent form in the post-Armada years" (Hadfield, Literature, Travel, and Colonial Writing in the 
English Renaissance, 1545-1625).

An exceedingly scarce account of Sir Anthony Sherley's travels, ESTC records just 10 copies. In recent times 
only 2 copies have appeared at auction, The Penrose copy in 1971 (£420), and the Burrell copy in 1999 
(£12,650). 


The second (the first consisting of fives leaves only) and most important of the four “Sherley” accounts. “This 
very graphic narrative is greatly to be preferred to Sir Anthony's own turgid self-justification." - Penrose. 


Sherley left England in 1598 with a group of mercenaries bound for Ferrara. However by the time they reached 
Venice, the dispute they had gone to join had been settled and so under the instructions of the Earl of Essex, 
Sherley, along with his brother Robert and others, proceeded to Persia with the intent of promoting trade 
with England. Their adventures in getting to Isfahan are remarkable and include being put ashore at Zante as 
troublemakers, and being arrested in Cyprus by the Turks as spies. The work also includes a description of the 
pigeon post used by Turkish merchants between Mecca and Aleppo. At Isfahan the party was well treated by 
Shah Abbas and Sherley gives details concerning Persia, including an account of the petroleum found at Baku: 
"Neere unto a towne called Backo in Persia, there issueth out of the earth in the manner of a water-spring, a 
certaine kind of oyle, in great abundance, which they (from all parts of the Persian dominions) do fetch upon 
Camels, Kine, and Asses, to burne in lamps, which are the lights used in their houses." 


The Shah in fact took such a liking to Sherley that he was sent as his ambassador to Moscow as part of the 
Shah's efforts to secure alliances against the Turks. The book contains an account of Sherley's journey to 


Moscow, and of the bad reception given to Sherley by the Russians.

Smith (or Smythe), 1558-1625, is best known for being the first Governor of the East India Company between 
1603 and 1621 (with a short break between 1605 and 1607). “In June 1604, probably by reason of the leading 
role he played in the Muscovy Company's trade to northern Europe, he was appointed special ambassador to 
the Tsar of Russia, and he landed at Archangel on 22 July. Over the winter he obtained a grant of new privi- 
leges for the company, and he sailed for England on 28 May 1605" (ODNB). The work contains an allusion to 
Shakespeare's play, Hamlet, prompted by the poisoning of Czar Ivan.

Тарр states that "Being many times conversant with seamen and mariners whereby I perceived that they ... 
chiefly desired: at my best leysure I made a collection of such tables and rules as I thought fittest for their pur- 
poses and being instantly urged by divers to publish them ... I resolved to hazard my papers to the Presse". 


“Тарр, (с.1575-1631), writer on navigation and publisher, re-edited the English translation by Richard Eden 
of Cortes's Arte de navegar for the bookseller Hugh Astley. Tapp omitted Cortes's and Eden's prefaces and 
added a declination table. According to Tapp this book was ‘my first Tutor into my marine practices’ (Taylor, 
193). By 1600 Tapp was teaching navigation and acting as an adviser and instructor to the seamen, and in the 
same year he transferred to the Stationers’ Company and inherited Astley's business. He began to publish 
nautical and mathematical books for sailors and in 1602 he made his most original contribution to the art of 
navigation as he compiled and published the first edition of the nautical almanac for which he is best known, 
the Seaman's Kalendar. The book proved a great success and was frequently brought up to date, with a new 
edition appearing every three years; by 1615 it was into a fifth edition and had been enlarged. Captain John 
Smith commended it highly in his Sea Grammar, while the book influenced Edward Gunter, the mathemati- 
cian. 


He also published Smith's account of Virginia, A True Relation. In 1613 Tapp published The Pathway to 
Knowledge Containing the Whole Art of Arithmetic which he dedicated to Sir Thomas Smyth, the governor 
of the Muscovy and East India companies. In the same year he published Edward Wright's The Description 
of a Sphere. The following year, in 1614, Tapp published both Ralph Handson's Trigonometry and Borough's 
Variation of the Compass, to which he probably added mathematical additions. His short explanation of ar- 
ithmetical navigation in his reprint of Norman’s Newe Attractive was ‘the clearest introduction to its subject’ 
(Waters, 401). 


Captain Luke Fox, a friend and possibly a pupil of Tapp, consulted him in 1631 about his proposed expedition 
to find the north-west passage. PROB 11/159 fol. 503). Through the mathematical additions he made to the 
books he printed on navigation Tapp 'ranks high amongst the men who ... went far towards transforming the 
art of navigation into a science by bringing into use the methods of arithmetical navigation’ (Waters, 401).”

A leading figure in the development of Arabic publishing in the 
nineteenth century, al-Shidyaq began his career in 1826 teaching Arabic and translating and editing books in 
Arabic for the Church Missionary Society Press on Malta. In 1828 he moved to Cairo, working on the Egyptian 
official gazette, the first newspaper in the Arab world, before returning toMalta in 1835. He was involved in the 
design and preparation ofthe Arabic typeface used in this book, first used in 1838, and he also worked as proof 
reader and corrector on the press. In 1848 he moved to Europe, spending much of the next decade in Britain 
where he prepared a new Arabic translation of the Bible (1851). He moved to Tunis in 1857, became a Muslim, 
and left for Istanbul around 1859. There he started a highly successful Arabic newspaper which cemented his 
reputation as a key figure in the Arab renaissance of the nineteenth century.

At the age of seventeen in 1891, Carter went to Egypt where he worked under Flinders Petrie. His great 
success in drawing the painted reliefs at Deir al-Bahri, Thebes led to his being appointed in 1899 the first chief 
inspector of antiquities in Upper Egypt, despite having no formal qualifications. His appointment proved 
a great success, however, and Carter discovered the tomb of King Tuthmosis IV in the Valley of the Kings. 
Carter's career took a downturn in 1905 when he was held responsible for a skirmish between foreign visitors 
and Egyptian antiquities guards, which resulted in Carter resigining from the antiquities service. 


"Carter's rehabilitation came in early 1909 when, on the recommendation of Maspero, he began his association 
with George Herbert, fifth earl of Carnarvon. Until the First World War they excavated in the Theban 
necropolis, making important, but unspectacular, discoveries. Carnarvon was then encouraged by Carter to 
apply for the concession for the Valley of the Kings, surrendered by Davis in 1914. The time was not right, 
and the prognostications for discovery were not favourable. Davis, Maspero, and others believed that there 
was nothing of importance left in the valley to be discovered. Carter thought otherwise. 


А short campaign by Carter in the tomb of King Amenophis III in 1915 produced trifling results, and for the 
rest of the war until 1917 he was employed as a civilian by the intelligence department of the War Office in 
Cairo. In 1917 he was at last free to return to working for Carnarvon, and until 1922 he conducted annual 
campaigns in the Valley of the Kings; but few positive results were achieved. 


In the summer of 1922 Carter persuaded Carnarvon to allow him to conduct one more campaign in the 
valley. Starting work earlier than usual Howard Carter opened up the stairway to the tomb of Tutankhamun 
on 4 November 1922. Carnarvon hurried to Luxor and the tomb was entered on 26 November. The discovery 
astounded the world: a royal tomb, mostly undisturbed, full of spectacular objects. Carter recruited a team of 
expert assistants to help him in the clearance ofthe tomb, and the conservation and recording of its remarkable 
contents. On 16 February 1923 the blocking to the burial chamber was removed, to reveal the unplundered 
body and funerary equipment of the dead king. Unhappily, the death of Lord Carnarvon on 5 April seriously 
affected the subsequent progress of Carter's work. 
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In spite of considerable and repeated bureaucratic interference, not easily managed by the short-tempered 
excavator, work on the clearance of the tomb proceeded slowly, but was not completed until 1932. Carter 
handled the technical processes of clearance, conservation, and recording with exemplary skill and care. A 
popular account of the work was published in three volumes, The Tomb of Tut.ankh.Amen (1923-33), the 
first of which was substantially written by his principal assistant, Arthur C. Mace. 


No archaeological discovery had met with such sustained public interest, yet Carter received no formal 
honours from his own country.” (ODNB).

Persians (2); Indians (2); Arabs (1); Barbary Coast (4); and Moors (1). 


The plates for this work were commissioned by Charles de Ferriol (1652-1722), the French ambassador to the 
Porte between 1699 and 1709. The plates were engraved after drawings by the Flemish artist J.B. van Mour, 
who lived and worked in Constantinople for many years during the first part of the eighteenth century. It 
has been suggested that van Mour came to Constantinople with the entourage of Ferriol in 1699. When the 
paintings were complete, Ferriol helped Le Hay to publish the present prints ofthe pictures. Le Hay's work was 
an instant success and the plates quickly became the principal source of turqueries for artists and publishers 
throughout Europe. In recognition of van Mour's talents, he was granted the unique post of ‘Peintre ordinaire 
du Roi en Levant’ in 1725.

Vaughan for the use of his fellow traders. Two engraved plates illustrate the Turkish alphabet and the content 
of a bill of exchange — by romanising all the Turkish text Vaughan would have saved himself the arduous 
business of arranging printing in an Ottoman-Arabic type, as well as making the work more accessible to the 
mercantile class. His preface offers comments on grammar-learning, as well as musings of a more practical 
nature: “а word of advice to the learner, who is to reside in Turky, how to use his skill in the language, so as not 
to render it prejudicial: for doubtless if any one should grow so fond of his proficiency, as to affect the society 
of the Turks, he would soon be weary of such an acquaintance; and an intimacy with them might prove as 
dangerous as expensive. They are much addicted to sodomy; and so blinded with the lustre of the white and 
yellow dust, that no bond can restrain their eager pursuit after gain". Vaughan augmented his grammar with 
a selection of dialogues incorporating useful phrases for traders: "away ass, be gone ... we would have some 
Persian carpets ... I have seen many merchants, but I never saw one so dear as you ..." A choice of fifty-three 
proverbs in Turkish and English is followed by a vocabulary including many words for commodities, names of 
professions and foodstuffs. Following William Seaman's grammar in Turkish and Latin, Grammatica Linguae 
Turcice (Oxford, 1670), Vaughan's work was only the second Turkish grammar to 

be published in England, and the first in English — a scarce and significant book.

Edward Paterson Del Hoste was an officer in the East India Company. A member of the Bombay Native Infantry's 
16th Regiment, he first traveled to Sindh as a surveyor in 1831/32. He subsequently held different posts in the 
Bombay Presidency Army, including Assistant Quarter Master General. Del Hoste returned to the Indus River 
region in the late 1830s. During this later period, he wrote not only on Sindh’s trade routes and geography but its 
commercial potential. 


During the first half of the nineteenth century the British quadrupled the size of their empire in South Asia. This 
break from pre-British to British South Asia resulted, in part, from superior arms, military organization and 
economic wealth. This process also relied on a liaison between knowledge and power: studying the lives and lands 
of would-be subjects usually pre-dated specific imperial expansions. To this end, Edward Patterson Del Hoste 
travelled to Sindh in 1831. 


A member of Henry Pottingers 1831-32 diplomatic mission to Hyderabad and Khyrpoor (now Khairpur), Del Hoste 
was a surveyor. He not only surveyed the villages and towns that the mission travelled through, but commented 
extensively on Sindhs human and physical geography. Part of a larger attempt to counteract Russian imperialism 
by opening the Indus River to free trade, Del Hostes surveys and comments were subsequently submitted as two 
reports to the Bombay Presidency. The main aim ofthe reports was to help the British establish a more commanding 
presence in Sindh by expanding their knowledge about the Indus region and those who lived in it.

Ross, along with William Parry, James Clark Ross, and Edward Sabine (who would all become famous explorers 

in their own right) attempted on their journey to proceed westward through Lancaster Sound. Deceived, quite 
possibly by a mirage, Ross described the passage as barred by a mountain range that he named the Croker 
Mountains. He then returned to England, losing his only possibility of penetrating the Northwest passage. His 
observations were initially accepted as conclusive, and he was promoted to post rank on 7 December 1818. 
Controversy would soon follow, as Sir John Barrow, furious that the attempt to find the open polar sea had 
failed, vented his anger in person to Ross, and the Admiralty, having learned that there were some doubts as to 
the existence of the Croker Mountains, dispatched another expedition under the command of Parry. Edward 
Sabine, in his account of the voyage, claimed that Ross was the only person to have seen the Croker Mountains 
and that he had misrepresented some scientific results of the voyage. Parry's return in 1820 brought further 
proof that Ross's assertions had been incorrect, and, despite his willingness to make another voyage, Ross was 
not given another opportunity to lead an Arctic expedition until 1829.

In addition to the signatures, the final volume contains special contributions written and drawn by different 
members of the expedition not present in the trade edition. A veteran of Scott's Discovery expedition of 1901- 
04, Shackleton returned to Antarctica for the second time as leader of his own expedition on the *Nimrod", 
determined to reach the South Pole. The party established their base at Cape Royds near Mt. Erebus on the 
Ross Sea, and in early March 1908, six men led by Jameson Adams made the first ascent of Mt. Erebus. They 
wintered at Cape Royds and Wild and Joyce oversaw the production of "Aurora Australis", the first book 
completely written, published, and printed in Antarctica. In September 1908 Edgeworth David, Mawson and 
Mackay left on an expedition to claim the south Magnetic Pole for the British Empire. This they reached 
in January 1909. Meanwhile, in October 1908, Shackleton set off for the South Pole accompanied by Wild, 
Marshall, and Adams. Their sledges were hauled by Manchurian ponies and they took food for ninety-one 
days to be supplemented by meat from the ponies slaughtered on the way. They travelled at twice the speed of 
Scott's 1902 expedition and passed Scott's furthest mark south on November 26th. Enduring terrible weather 
conditions and having to manhaul after losing their last pony, they eventually got to within 100 miles of 
the South Pole, attaining the furthest southerly point ever reached at that time. Altogether Shackleton had 
travelled over 1750 miles by sledge. He returned to London a national hero.

The 
work closes with an account of the British bombardment of 1854, part of the Northern front of the Crimean 
War where the Solovetskiy fortress held off nine hours of bombardment from three British frigates.

Founded in the early 1400s on an island in the White Sea, Solovetskiy Monastery was one of Northern 
Russia's most important cultural institutions, the economic and political centre of the entire region, and 
an important depository of manuscripts and books. The Monastery's archimandrites were appointed by the 
tsar and patriarch themselves, and at its peak there were some 350 monks in residence. The fortress built to 
defend it withstood numerous attacks by the Swedes and the Livonian Brothers of the Sword - and the British 
bombardment in 1854. Long a place of exile for state criminals, the fortress became the site of the first Soviet 
concentration camp in the GULAG system - the setting for Solzhenitsyn’s ‘Gulag Archipelago’. It is now а 
UNESCO world heritage site.

Petersbourg le 1. Fevrier 1771’, it informs all Russian ambassadors abroad, and in particular Stakelberg, the 
Russian ambassador in Madrid, that a currier who had been robbed ‘upon his entry to this capital’ and lost 
the entire suitcase. 


Written in 18th-century secretarial cursive and probably by two hands, both manuscript works relate the 
first Streltsy revolts of 1682 and 1689, that Peter, once tsar, severely quashed until 1707. The first work is 
apparently based on the narrative by Krekshin (1684-1763), unpublished before 1788, and the second is a copy 
of Matveev's histroy of the Streltsy uprisings, published only in 1782. Count Matveev was Russian ambassador 
in The Hague and Vienna, and his father Artamon, an important diplomat and enlightened favorite of Tsar 
Alexis I, had been killed by the Streltsy in 1682. Both authors were warm supporters of Peter's reforms and 
power - and as such the present item is well representative of Peter's revival in the first years of Catherine the 
Great's reign.

On April 15, 1787, he left Virginia, made a brief visit to 
Paris, and then returned to Russia. In the 1797, he obtained a position as an "Anglo-American translator" at 
the Admiralty.

Rare treaties relating to the partition of Poland under Catherine the Great. 

With the first treaty the Polish Sejm accepted Catherine's authority, and acceded to political and religious 
equality for the non-Catholic Christian population. The resulting uprising, the Confederation of the Bar, led 
to Poland's first partition - the treaty for which is the second item in this lot. With its ratification Russia gained 
all Polish lands north of the Dvina and east of the Dnieper. With the ratification of the third treaty in this lot 
Russia incorporated most of Ukraine and Belarus from the Dvina to the Dnieper. 

Two of these pamphlets have marbled-paper spines (pavlinoe pero, or peacock tail) - a feature sometimes 
associated with pamphlets from the library of Catherine II.

Laika. 

This album of striking images of laikas, or Northern dogs, is drawn from data collected by Shirinskiy- 
Shihmatov (1862-1927), a passionate bear hunter accross Russia - and also great art collector. 'Being much 
interested in the natural sagacity and hunting capacity of the laikas he procured some hundreds of specimens 
of different varieties and applied himself seriously to their study and breeding." (Preface) 

Interestingly it can be noted that ‘all the receipt [sic] is to be employed for the foundation of the leper’s colony 
in the governement of Yacootsk’ [Yakutsk]. Dedicated to Grand Duke Nikolay Nikolaevich, another famous 
princely hunter using Russian hounds.

Tikhomirov indeed 
was member of the executive committee of *Narodnaya volya’, a revolutionary movement who organized 
terrorists attacks, in particular against the Tsar himself. In 1888 however, he published ‘Pochemu ya perestal 
byt revolyutsionerom' [Why I Ceased To Be a Revolutionary], before going back from exile to Russia with a 
full pardon from the Tsar (see Abbott Gleason, “Тһе Emigration and Apostasy of Lev Tikhomirov , in Slavic 
Review, 26, 3 (Sept. 1967), pp. 414-29).

Weber, a diplomat from Hanover, was present in Russia from 1714 to 1719, and published the first volume 
of ‘Das veränderte Russland’ in 1721. He brings an insider's valuable comments on changes instigated in 
the reign of Peter 1, covering many fields (as mentioned on the title page): cultural and artistic, economic, 
strategic, territorial... 

The map bound at the beginning of volume 1 shows the entire Russian empire, including its ‘great steps or 
Deserts’. It extends from Ireland to a largely conjectured Siberian Far East, mentioning Kamchatka and ‘а 
chain of mountains which is believed to joyn with the Northern Continent of America’. It also shows Nova 
Zemla in the north, Persia, Tibet and China in the south, and a part of Japan and of the Тапа of Yedso' with 
“supposed coasts’ at the far east. 

The folding plan of St. Petersburg accompanying the city's description is an interesting mix of accurate 
representation (e.g. the Admiralty site) and planned developments which actually were not achieved (a large 
geometrical extension on Vasilievskiy Island). 

As complements, the second volume contains various texts, including the first English edition of Lange's 
journey from St. Petersburg to Beijing, Muller's decription ofthe Siberian Ostiacks, diplomatic justifications of 
the war between Sweden and Russia, Le Brun's observations on his journey through Russia and an interesting 
1717 ‘Project of some doctors of the Sorbonne for uniting the two churches of Rome and Russia’.

Sella was born in Biella in the foothills of the Alps and acquired his interest in Alpinism from his uncle, 
Quintino Sella. He made a number of significant climbs in the Alps, including the first winter ascents of the 
Matterhorn and Monte Rosa, and the first winter traverse of Mont Blanc. He took part in several expeditions 
further afield, including three to the Caucasus (where a peak now bears his name), to Mount Saint Elias 
in Alaska, to the Rwenzori in Africa, and the 1909 expedition to K2 and the Karakoram. The latter three 
expeditions were in the company of Luigi Amedeo, Duke of the Abruzzi. Sella continued to climb into his old 
age, and made his last attempt on the Matterhorn at seventy six. The high quality of Sella's photography was 
in part due to his use of large format 30 by 40 cm photographic plates. He had to invent equipment, including 
modified pack saddles and rucksacks, to allow these particularly large glass plates to be transported safely. His 
photographs were widely published and exhibited, and highly praised; Ansel Adams, who saw thirty-one that 
Sella had presented to the US Sierra Club, said they inspired “а definitely religious awe".

Alexis de La Grange's work is some of the earliest surviving photography to come out from India in the 
nineteenth century. La Grange accompanied by his cousin Felix Lambrecht visited India for personal reasons, 
unlike many of the ealy British photographers who were in India in a military capacity. He is known to have 
exposed at least sixty three negatives. Of these , five were published as prints in Album photographique de 
l'Artiste et de l’ Amateur. 

La Grange was not particularly positive in his remarks about this temple, describing the statue inside the 
temple as *hideous' and complaining about the smell of burning oil. 

Maharana Jagat Singhji constructed this religious shrine in 1651. The three-storied temple structure is an 
architectural marvel with its perfectly carved pillars, carved ceilings, frescoed walls and plush halls. The main 
Jagdish temple structure is situated in the middle with four smaller shrines in the four corners of the temple 
dedicated to Lord Ganesha, Sun God, Goddess Shakti and Lord Shiva.

This rare scene shows the former ‘Factory’ site (now a Cultural Park) which is generally said to have been 
abandoned by Westerners after 1856. In fact the large double-verandah'd building seen in this panorama 
was put up for the use of the Americans (who had missed out on Shamian): it appears in some late ‘export’ 
paintings, and it's pictured in John Thomson’s China and its People vol.I pl.XVI. This view (unlike Thomson's) 
shows the American building in relation to the strip of 'public garden' and the river in front of it. It was built 
for commercial use - after completion in the late 1860s it was occupied by two American firms, Russell & Co. 
and Smith, Archer. In the centre distance is the ruinous Haizhu or Dutch Folly Fort, which the British had 
blown up. 
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From the Song Dynasty (960-1279 AD) to the Qing Dynasty (1644 to 1911), Shamian had been an important 
port for foreign trade and the warehouse of Thirteen Hongs (otherwise known as the Thirteen Factories, an 
area of Canton City where the first foreign trade was allowed in the 18th century). After the second Opium War, 
on the 3rd of September in 1861, a Guangdong officer, Lao Chongguang, on behalf of the Qing Government, 
contracted a lease with the European and American traders. From then on, Shamian Island became one of the 
earliest foreign concessions in China. Soon after, another nineteen countries established their own consulates 
in the area and also founded churches, foreign firms, post offices, telegram offices, shops, hospitals, hotels and 
dwelling houses. This particular view looks north-west up the Pearl river, with what is most likely the British 
consulate in the foreground and in the distance on the left one can make out the sacred heart cathedral, in this 
particular image still unfinished. The Catholic cathedral was started in 1863 and not finished until 1888.
